MID the outcry about the decline of the 
‘drama, it is comforting to writers like 
myself to see the earnest attempts being 
made to reach a loftier- standard of 
dramatic art. Certain pessftrfists are perpetually 
crying out ‘‘that the drama is going to the 
dogs"; that the educated and thoughtful 
playgoer—there are even yet such persons—has 
gone over to musical comedy ; that the music- 
hall sketch with five-act plays condensed to 
five scenes has quite obliterated and knocked 
over the glorious drama of Shakspere and the 
“ spacious” days of great Elizabeth."

A Poultry Note. 


S I happened to have a sketch of a Sultan fowl

kept in a fairly sheltered place. As regards producing 
layers of extra large white-shelled eggs, no cross can 
surpass the Houdan-Minorcas, which also make very plump 
table-fowls. Thé Houdan-Plymouth Rocks produce excel- 
lent table-fowls, the flesh of which is of fine quality, and 
they are also good layers of dark-shelled eggs. They are 
particularly hardy, and will thrive anywhere. Another 


good Houdan cross is that with the Dorking, both for | 


table-birds and layers, but this; ¢ross only does well when 
alowed a good range on a dry soil. The Houdan-Game 
cross is a good one where there is a large range. For 
table-fowls the very best crosses are the Game-Dorking 
aud the Indian Game-Dorking, the produce of which have 
an abundance of fine quality meat and small bones. 


Linseed-Oil Meal, 


Those who have used linseed-oil meal say that it can be 
given to fowls with advantage during winter, when it is 
sometimes difficult to gét a good variety of food for the 
birds. The meal will make the combs appear bright and 
** rosy ” ; it will tone the bowels, and will produce a high 
gloss on the plumage. Only a small quantity should be 
given at a time, especially at first. The best results are 
generally secured by supplying the meal in connection with 
other food two or three times a week. For moulting fowls 
a small teaspoonful of linseed meal well mixed in the 
n on alternate mornings for three adults is considered 
excellent. 


Malting Refuse for Fowls. 


Malt culms are said to be good for fowls that are on the 
point of laying; and the stuff could be given at intervals 
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meal or fine sharps, preferably the latter, and vegetables. 
Malt culms and malt dust are fos pep d esame. Fowls 
that have green cut bone at midday do not need it. I have 
not a high opinion of malt-pulp or brewers’ grains: in any 
form. When barley has passed through the stages of malt 
and malt-pulp there cannot be a great percentage of nutri- 
ment left in it. - There is, however, some remaining, and if 
you can obtain the stuff very cheaply you could utilise 
it by adding one part by weight to every three parts of 
morning food. I have not kept brewers' grains, but the 
best way to prevent it fermenting is to put the mass into a 
hogshead two-thirds filled, and to pour on the contents 
some fresh cold water. This will not harm the grain, as it 
is already quite waterlogged when obtained from the malt- 
Mouse. A correspondent who has used it as a fool for 
poultry writes: *I have tried brewers’ grains and malt 
dust for my poultry, and consider that they are by far the 
cheapest food that.cgn be obtained, The morning food for 
my fowls is barleymeal or middlings two-thirds, mixed 
with one-third of pee or malt dust; and for the ducks 
one-half meal and the other half grains, sprinkled freely 
with the dust. In the summer I occasionally withhold this 
mixture, as I think a change is good, and supply corn 
morning and evening. Grains are bad - producers. 
The chief recommendation to their use is their remarkable 
cheapness. Malt dust; on the contrary, is highly stimu- 
lating, and acts on the fowls much in the same way as 
cayenne pepper, spice, and such like. My fowls and ducks 
fed on this mixture lay all through the winter, even in the 
voldest weather.”
